The members 
went through the 
mill at 4 o’clock in the afternoon and 
at the usual 
luncheon hour of 6 
o'clock gathered at the regular meet- 
i ing place, the Hotel Hoffman, when 
Mr. Jones gave a talk on silk manu­ 
facture. 
The local silk mill has a yearly 
pay roll totalling more than $100,- 
000, Mr. Jones stated. The electric 
power bill of the plant alone amounts 
to $26,000 a year, he said. 
Because of the changing styles and 
patterns 
and 
the 
many 
different 
varieties of silk, Mr. Jones said, it is 
necessary these days in manufactur­ 
ing silk to have orders on hand before 
going ahead with the work. 
There 
are 
comparatively 
few 
standard 
grades of silk used. As a result, 
■where in previous years silk goods 
were stocked up during ordinarily 
dull periods, these days it is neces­ 
sary for the plants to slack down or 
close 
entirely 
during 
the 
periods 
when sales are dull or slow.
